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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

21-24 are flow charts showing the procedure for executing the 
retransmission controlling process by the digital copying machine in FIG. 1; 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 2/1/08 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claims 1,12 and 23, Malik '286 discloses a communication 

apparatus that transmits an electronic mail, receives a size error for the electronic mail, 
converts the electronic mail to a smaller size, and automatically resending the electronic 
mail. 
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Shibata '955 discloses outputting a report after transmitting an electronic mail 
that includes the date and destination. 

The prior art does not teach the limitations of claims 1,12, and 23 including 
outputting a report including original information for specifying a parameter of the image 
data input by said input means, and retransmission information for specifying a 
parameter of the image data which has been converted by said converting means. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
